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MANY LAWS PREDICTED, 
The output of laws at the 1929 sessions of state 
legislatures amounted to 13,000 new legislative 
enactm ents out of a grist of 40,956 proposals for 
legislation which were introduced. 
A prelimin­ 
ary survey indicates that this record will be 
equalled, if not surpassed, this year. 
The state legislators begin the session 
with 
good intentions. On the average, they intend to 
hold down the crop of laws, but their good res­ 
olutions can not 
withstand the 
onslaughts of 
these organized instigators of new laws repre­ 
senting active minorities and special class groups, 
including religious, social, civic, labor, women 
and other bodies that descend 
on the state 
capitol. 
Each group has its own panacea to cure the i s 
of the body politic. Every one has special class 
advantage in mind and endeavors by legislative 
decree to reform, restrain or control arbitrarily 
the conduct, morals, domestic lives and business 
methods of others. 
They actually overwhelm 
any desire of members of the legislature to pass 
nothing but laws needed for the reasonable and 
effective adm inistration of government. 
The majority of new laws proposed provide a 
new drain upon the public treasury. 
Yet most 
legislators were elected on a pledge of economy. 
How many of them will stand by their promise, 
now that they have the opportunity? 


BUSINESS CONFIDENCE. 
Confidence is the one big asset of the optimist. 
It is confidence that moves mountains, drives off 
fear and enlarges the vision of the future. 
W ithout confidence, the whole business struc­ 
ture would fall. When people deposit money in 
the bank , they have confidence in the bank er else 
they would k eep their money hidden at home. 
When merchandise is sold, the purchaser believes 


it is as represented, or he would buy elsewhere. 
Confidence is thè basis of every business trans­ 
action. 
Any act that destroys confidence is a 
back ward step. The business man who does not 
k eep his word is a dangerous element in our 
social structuré. 
If he misrepresents the goods 
he sells, he damages not alone his own interests, 
but the future of business. 
Dishonesty in business is more to be deplored 
because of its far-reaching evil effect. Lik e the 
ripple on the surface of a placid lak e caused by 
a boat, a dishonest business act mak es an ever- 
widening circle and injures honest business. 
Business confidence can be m aintained and 
strengthened only by honest dealings. Mistak es 
may be made, but they may always be rectified. 
Thus men engaged in business have a deep re­ 
sponsibility. They alone do not suffer from their 
misdeeds. In their dealings they should remem­ 
ber that they have a double obligation — to their 
customers and to their fellow business men. 
Honesty in business is the first requirement 
for business confidence. 
That it is being prac­ 
ticed as a general rule by business is revealed by 
the growing confidence in business. 
Advertising has contributed in large measure 
to this condition of affairs. It has placed busi­ 
ness on a higher plane because through adver­ 
tising business men pledge themselves to certain 
policies and practices. 
Advertising has thrown 
the white light of publicity on business and busi­ 
ness has profited by winning greater confidence.

The Vincennes Sun, which 


started as the Indiana Gazette, 
,s the only newspaper in the 
state that antedates the Palla- 
dium. The latter, however, has 
carried no other title. Nelson 
Joon, a relative of the famous 
Daniel Boone, was the founder 
of the Palladium. It continued 
as a weekly until 1876 and then 
mtered the daily field. 
During its century of existence 


the Palladium has absorbed a 
number of contemporary jour- 
nals. In August, 1929, it pur- 
chased the Richmond Item, a 
morning paper, which it contin- 
ues to publish. 


A magazine supplement of 62 


pages, telling the history of the 
newspaper and of eastern Indi- 
ana, will be issued today.

, The output bf laws at the 1929 sessions of state 
legislatures amounted to 13,000 new legislative 
«nat£merits out of a grist of 40,956 proposals for 
legislation which were introduced. A prelimin- 
ary survey indicates that this record will be 
equalled, if not surpassed, this year. 


The' state legislators begin the session 
with 


' good intentions. On the average, they intend to 
hold down the crop of laws, but their good res- 
olutions can not withstand the onslaughts of 
these organised instigators of hew laws repre- 
senting active minorities and special class groups, 
including religious, social, civic, labor, women 
and other bodies that descend 
on the state 


capital. • 
Each group has its own panacea to cure the Ills 
of the body politic. Every one has special class 
advantage in mind and endeavors by legislative 
decree to reform, restrain or control arbitrarily 
the conduct, morals, domestic lives and business 
methods of others. They actually overwhelm 
any desire of members of the legislature to pass 
nothing but laws needed for the reasonable and 


. effective administration of government. 


The majority of new laws proposed provide a 


new drain upon the public treasury. Yet most 
legislators were elected oh a pledge of economy. 
How many of them will stand by their promise, 
now that they have the opportunity? 


BUSINESS CONFIDENCE. 


Confidence is the one big asset of the optimist. 


It is* confidence that moves mountains, drives off 
fear and enlarges the vision of the future. 


Without confidence, the whole business struc-
